Dear Mr. Dulles: 


I enclose a clipping of an editorial which appeared in 
the Richmond (Virginia) News Leader on March 30, 1953, and which 
may be of interest to you if it has not been called to your atten- 
tion previously. 


While I recognize that methods of secrecy must be used 
to accomplish a mission of secrecy, I find disturbing the repeti- 
tion of the allegation that the CIA "slipped subsidies of millions 
of dollars to the American Federation of Labor, (David) Dubinsky, 
the Garment Workers Union, and a mysterious group of persons un- 
known # # *", 


Inasmuch as the American Federation of Labor, the Inter~ 
national Ladies! Garment Workers Union and tir, David Dubinsky are 
not, insofar as I know, employes of, or contractors for, the United 
States Government, and, inasmuch as they do not have public records 
of experience in intelligence work, I should like to ask you, as 
the new director of CIA: 


"Has the CIA paid, promised, or in any manner made avail- 
able, funds of the United States Government to the American ledera- 
tion of Labor, the International Ladies' Garment Workers Union or 
Mr. David Dubinsky, and, if so, to what extent and for what purpose?" 


It is with the thought that the CIA will enjoy support 
for what is understood to be its important mission in the interest 
of national defense only so long as public confidence is not shaken 
by indications the agency is engaging in , Pane en ea ee undertakings 
that I direct this inquiry.
